The  Rickman sworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Co.  supplies 
the  greater  part  of  the  district.  A  great  many  of  the  houses 
in  the  Harmond sworth  Ward  still  obtain  ,their  water  supply  from 
wells . 

All  water  supplied  is  subject  to  sterilization  by  the 
chlorine  ammonia  process,  which  has  proved  to  be  entirely  sat¬ 
isfactory,  and  this  process  wall  be  continued.

MILK  SUPPLY 


There  are  three  cowkeepers  in  the  district.  The  bulk  of  the 
milk  consumed  comes  from  farms  outside  the  area.  These  premises 
together  with  the  dairies  and  milk  shops  are  inspected  regularly 
and  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  There  are  twenty-four  retail 
purveyors  of  milk  registered  to  sell  within  the  Urban  District  and 
of  those  eight  are  from  adjoining  areas  who  sell  milk  on  rounds 
within  the  district.  The  following  shows  the  number  of  licenced 
distributors  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936:-
